QUEEN'S  PLATE  ARTICLES. 

[It  is  her  Majesty's  Command,  that  these  following  Rnles 
be  observed  by  the  Owners  and  Riders  of  all  such 
Horses,  Mares,  and  Geldings,  as  shall  nm  for  Hsjt 
Majesty's  Plates  at  Newmarket  and  elsewhere.] 


I.  Every  horse,  mare,  or  gelding,  that  nmneth  for  any  of  the 
said  Plates,  shall  cany  the  weight  appodnted  in  the  Schedule 
hereunto  amiexed. 

II.  Every  person  that  puttelh  in  a  horse,  mare,  or  gelding, 
for  any  of  the  said  Plates,  shall  enter  the  same  with  the 
name  of  the  owner,  and  the  age,  name,  pedigree,  or  suffi- 
cient description  of  the  horse,  according  to  the  Rule  of  the 
Jockey  Club  regarding  nominations,  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed  by  the  Steward  or  Stewards  of  the  Races  at 
which  such  Plate  is  to  be  run  for.  The  charge  for  such 
entry  shall  not  exceed  five  shillings,  and  no  further  charge 
shall  be  made  on  the  winner  of  the  Plate. 

m.  Horses  that  nm  for  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Plates  shall 
start  at  the  time  appointed  by  the  Steward  or  Stewards  of 
the  Races  at  which  such  Plate  is  run  for. 
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IV.  Each  liorse*s,  mare's,  or  gelding's  place,  as  he  or  they  come 
by  the  ending-post,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Judge 
appointed  by  the  Steward  or  Stewards  of  the  Haces  at  the 
place  where  the  said  Plate  is  run  for. 

V.  Every  rider  shall,  immediately  after" the  race  be  run,  be 
obliged  to  come  to  the  usual  place  of  weighing,  with  his 
horse,  mare,  or  gelding,  then  and  there  to  alight,  and  not 
before,  and  there  to  weigh  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  person 
appointed  for  that  purpose. 

VI.  And  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  thereof,  such  owners  and 
riders  shall  immediately  be  declared  incapable  of  ranning 
or  riding  any  more  for  this  or  any  of, Her  Majesty's  Plates 
hereafter. 

Vn.  No  horse,  mare,  or  gelding  that  runneth  on  the  wrong 
side  of  the  post  or  flags  shall  have  any  claim  to  the  said 
Plates. 

Vin.  None  of  Her  Majesty's  Plates  to  be  run  for  in  heats. 

IX.  When  the  age  or  qualification  of  a  horse  entered  for  any 
of  Her  Majesty's  Plates  shall  be  objected  to,  either  before 
or  after  running,  the  Stewards  of  the  Races  at  which  such 
Plate  is  run  for  shall  have  the  power  to  order  an  examina- 
tion of  the  horse's  mouth  by  competent  persons,  and  to  call 
for  all  such  evidence  as  they  may  require,  and  their  de- 
cision to  be  final  unless  they  shall  think  fit  to  refer  the 
matter  to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  for  the  time 
being,  in  which  case  the  decision  of  the  said  Stewards  of 
the  Jockey  Club  shall  be  final.  A  Certificate  shall  not  be 
granted  to  any  horse  objected  to  until  the  question  of  his 
qualification  shall  be  decided  in  the  manner  herein  pre- 
scribed. 

X.  Her  Majesty's  Plates  to  be  run  for  between  the  25th  of 
March  and  the  15th  of  November,  both  days  inclusive,  in 
each  year. 
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XI.  The  distance  shall  not  be  less  than  two  miles,  and  the 
weights,  regnlated  according  to  the  months  in  which  the 
races  are  nm,  are  to  be  according  to  the  subjoined  Schedule. 

Xn.  And  in  case  any  difference  shall  arise  in  running,  or 
respiting  any  matters  not  hereinbefore  provided  for,  or  as 
to  the  interpretation  of  these  Her  Majesty's  orders,  the  same 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Master  of  the  Horse,  or  by  such 
person  or  persons  as  he  shall  appoint.

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RULES    OF    RACING. 

At  a  General  MESTnca  of  the  Jockey  Club,  held  at  New- 
market on  Wednesday  in  the  Craren  Meeting  1858,  to  receive 
the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  on  the  4th  December  1857, 
to  take  into  consideration  the  Bules  and  Orders  of  the  Jocke}" 
Club  and  Boles  concerning  Horse-Bacing  in  General, — ^the  Boles, 
revised  and  newly  arranged,  were  read  at  length,  and  it  was  onani- 
moosly  resolved  that  they  shoold  come  into  operation  on  Monday, 
April  the  19th,  1858,  and  that  all  former  Boles  of  the  Jockey 
■Club  were  repealed  on  and  from  that  day. 

Since  then  some  additions  and  alterations  have  been  from 
time  to  time  made,  which  have  been  incorporated  with  the 
Boles  of  1858.  In  1670  nameroos  fresh  Bales  were  adopted  on 
the  recommendation  of  a  Committee,  as  appears  in  the  osoal 
report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Clob  for  that  year,  and  the  fol- 
lowing Boles  concerning  Horse-Bacing  in  General  comprise  the 
laws  of  Bacing  op  to  this  date.

1.  No  race  meeting  shall  commence  before  the 
week  which  inclodes  the  25th  of  March,  nor  continoe 
beyond  the  week  which  inclodes  the  twenty-second  of 
November,  nnless  the  week  incloding  the  25th  of 
March  shall  be  Passion  Weel^  in  which  case  race 
meetings  may  be  held  in  the  week  preceding.

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Ibr  a  plate,  no  pergon  can  run,  either  in  his  own 
name  or  in  that  of  any  other  person,  two  horses  of 
which  he  is  wholly  or  inpaH  owner,  unless  permitted 
to  do  so  by  a  special  clause  in  the  conditions. 

7.  Where  a  stake  is  deposited  by  the  owners  of  the  sweepstake  si 
horses,  which  is  to    go  to  the  winner,  snch  race  is  a 
sweepstakes,  and  if  an  additional  sum  of  money,  cup, 

piece  of  plate,  or  other  reward  be-offered  to  the  winner, 
the  race  is  still  a  sweepstakes,  though  such  addition 
should  be  denominated  a  plate  by  the  donor. 

Three  subscribers  make  a  sweepstakes,  and  if  a  stake 
has  the  required  number  of  subscribers  at  the  expiration 
of  the  time  of  closing,  and  the  number  is  afterwards 
reduced  by  death  (or,  in  the  case  of  a  produce  stake,  by 
failure  of  produce),  the  race  is  not  void  as  long  as  there 
are  two  horses  left,  the  property  of  different  persons, 
and  if  the  number  is  reduced  to  two  it  is  still  a  sweep- 
stakes. 

When  the  public  money  added  to  a  sweepstakes  is 
less  than  50  soy.  all  forfeits  and  entrance  money  shall 
go  to  the  winner,  or  some  other  horse  engaged  in  the 
race. 

8.  Xo  plate  or  sweepstakes  shall  he  run  for  of

11.  When  any  match  or  sweepstakes  shall  be  made   —of  Course 
and  no  Course  mentioned,  the  Course  shall  be  that

13.  In  all  nominations  for  sweepstakes  and  plates, 
the  horse  or  mare  entered  must  be  clearly  identified. 
The  name  of  the  sire  and  dam  must  be  given,  and  if 
the  dam  has  no  name  in  the  Kacing  .Calendar  or  Stud 
Book,  such  further  pedigree  and  description  must  be 
added  as  will  distinguish  the  horse  intended  to  be 
named  from  any  other  of  a  similar  pedigree.  If  the 
dam  was  covered  by  more  than  one  stallion,  the  names 
of  all  of  them  must  be  mentioned. 

14.  If  a  horse  has  once  been  entered  with  his  name

28.  No  person  shall  start  a  horse  for  any  race,  either 
in  his  own  name  or  in  that  of  any  other  person,  unless 
both  the  owner  and  namer  of  such  horse  shall  have 
paid  all  former  stakes  and  forfeits.  And  this  rule  shall 
extend  to  forfeits  due  elsewhere  than  at  the  place  of 
running,  provided  a  notice  of  such  forfeits  being  due 
shall  hare  been  published  in  the  Forfeit  List,  or  have 
been  delivered  to  the  Stake-holder  or  Clerk  of  the 
Course  by  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening  preceding  the 
day  of  Tunning. 

29.  No  horse  shall  start  for  any  race  unless  all  former 
stakes  and  forfeits  due  for  that  horse  shall  be  paid 
before  stanting,  provided  notice  has  been  given  as  above. 

30.  These  rules,  relative  to  arrears  of  stakes  and  for- 
feits, extend  to  forfeits  due  at  The  Curragh  and  other 
established  Meetings  in  Ireland. 

81.  No  person  convicted  of  any  fraudulent  practices 
on  t^e  Turf,  and  no  person  that  has  been  reported  by 
the  Committee  of  the  Subscription  Rooms  at  New- 
market or  at  Messrs  Tattersall's  as  being  a  defaulter 
in  bets,  shall  be  permitted  to  name,  enter,  or  run, 
eitiier  in  his  own  name,  or  in  that  of  any  other  per- 
son, any  horse  of  which  he  is  either  wholly  or  in  part 
owner,  for  any  race  whatever. 

The  Jockey  Club  will  not  enforce  the  penalties  im- 
posed by  this  Rule  for  default  in  bets  made  after 
July  8^,  1868,  unless  the  complaint  shall  have  been 
lodged  with  the  Committee  of  the  Subscription  Betting 
Rooms  at  Tattersall's  or  at  Newmarket  within  three 
months  of  the  bets  being  due. 

The  Forfeit  List. 

82.  A  list  of  unpaid  forfeits,  with  the  name  of  the 
subscriber  to  the  stake,  and  the  name  or  description  of 
the  horse,  with  the  name  or  sufficient  description  of 
f^e  stake,  and  the  amount  of  the  forfeit,  shall  be  adver- 
tised in  ^e  Sheet  Racing  Calendar  after  the  Newmarket 
July  and  Houghton  Meetings  every  year. 

Forfeits  once  published  in  the  Forfeit  List  must 
be  paid  direct  to  Messrs  Weatherby,  and  cannot  be 
struck  out  till  this  is  done. 
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33.  The  person  appointed  to  receive  stakes  is  to  send 
to  Messrs  Weatherby  a  list  o£  unpaid  forfeits,  as  soon 
after  the  race  as  conveniently  may  be,  in  order  that  the 
same  may  be  placed  upon  the  JB'orfeit  List;  and  if  he 
shall  omit  to  make  such  last-mentioned  return  >\ithin  a 
reasonable  time,  it  may  be  made  by  the  respective  win- 
ners of  the  races  for  which  the  forfeits  are  due.  These 
returns  in  all  cases  to  be  made  in  writing,  and  signed 
by  the  parties  making  them. 

34.  No  person  whose  name  shall  appear  in  the 
published  Forfeit  list  shall  be  entitled  to  enter  or  run 
a  horse  for  any  plate,  sweepstakes,  or  subscription, 
cither  in  his  own  name  or  in  the  name  of  any  other 
person,  until  he  shall  have  paid  up  all  the  forfeits  in 
respect  of  which  his  name  appears  in  the  list. 

35.  No  horse  which  appears  in  the  published  Forfeit 
List  shall  be  qualified  to  be  entered  or  to  run  for  any 
race  whatever  until  the  forfeits  mentioned  in  the  said 
list  as  due  for  such  horse  shall  have  been  paid;  and 
should  any  sucK  horse  be  discovered  to  have  run  and 
come  in  first,  he  shall  be  liable  to  be  objected  to  at 
any  time  within  six  Calendar  months. 

36.  In  order  to  prevent  persons  who  ture  defaulters 
from  evading  these  laws,  and  continuing  to  engage 
horses  by  the  use  of  fictitious  names,  the  Stewards  shall 
h^ve  the  power  of  calling  upon  a  nominator  to  produce 
satisfactory  testimony  that  the  horse  named  is  not  the 
property,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  of  any  person  whose 
name  appears  in  the  advertised  list  of  defaulters,  and 
if  the  nominator  shall  fail  to  do  so,  the  Stewards  may 
cause  the  nomination  to  be  erased. 

37.  When  a  horse  is  sold  with  his  engagements,  or 

any  part  of  them,  the  seller  has  not  the  power  of  Liability  for 
stoking  the  horse  out  of  the  engagements  with  which  ®?^^o?^J** 
he  is  sold ;  but  as  the  original  subscriber  remains  liable  ^^^^ 
to  the  respective  winners  for  the  amount  of  the  forfeits 
in  each  of  these  engagements,  he  may,  if  compelled  to 
pay  them  by  the  purchaser's  default,  place  the  forfeit 
<m  the  Forfeit  List  in  the  usual  manner,  as  due  from 
the  purchaser  to  himself  ;  and  until  this  forfeit  is  re- 
paid, both  the  purchaser  and  the  horse  remain  under 
the  same  disabilities  as  if  the  purchaser  had  been  the 
original  subscriber. 

£i  all  cases  of  sale  by  private  treaty,  the  written 
acknowledgment  of  both  parties  that  the  horse  was  sold

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with  the  engagement  is  necessary  to  entitle  either  buyer 
or  seller  to  the  benefit  of  this  rale;  but  when  the  horse 
is  sold  by  public  auction  the  advertised  conditions  of  the 
sale  are  sufficient  evidence,  and  if  he  has  been  claimed 
as  the  winner  of  a  race  of  which  it  was  a  condition  that 
the  winner  was  to  be  sold  with  his  engagements,  this- 
also  is  s(tfficient. 

38.  When  a  person  has  a  horse  engaged  in  the  name 
of  another  person,  and  is  entitled  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise to  start  the  horse  for  such  engagement,  but  is  pre- 
vented by  any  of  the  preceding  laws  from  starting  his 
horse  witiiout  previously  paying  up  forfeits  to  which  he 
is  not  otherwise  liable,  he  may,  if  he  pay  these  forfeits, 
start  his  horse  and  have  the  forfeits,  witti  the  names  of 
the  horses  for  which  they  are  due,  placed  on  the  For- 
feit list  in  the  usual  manner  as  due  to  himself. 

Weighing, ' 

39.  The  name  of  every  horse  intended  to  start  must 
be  notified  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Scales,  and  his  number  - 
be  exhibited  one  quarter  of  an  hour  before  the  race,  and 
if  any  alteration  be  made  in  the  numbers  after  they 
have  been  exhibited,  the  Stewards  may  call  upon  the 
owner  or  trainer  for  an  explanation.  K  this  be  not 
satisfactory,  the  owner,  or  trainer,  or  jockey,  may  be 
fined,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Stewards,  in  any  sum 
not  (exceeding  50^.,  and  the  horse  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  start,  nor  the  jockey  to  ride  again,  until  the  fine  is 
paid. 

To  weigh  be-  40.  Jockeys  are  required  to  weigh  at  the  usual  place 
the^r^e^^*^'  of  weighing,  before  the  race,  under  a  penalty  not  ex- 
ceeding 10^.,  unless  excused  by  the  Stewards  for  some 
special  reason,  when  the  fact  must  be  notified  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Scales;  and  every  rider  is,  immediately 
after  the  race,  to  ride  his  horse  to  the  usual  place  of 
weighing,  then  arid  there  to  alight,  and  not  before, 
and  he  is  forbidden  to  touch  anything  beyond  his  own 
equipments  after  the  race  is  over,  until  he  has  been 
weighed  and  passed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Scales,  under 
the  penalty  of  disqualification,  unless  he  can  allege 
extraordinary  circumstances,  the  legalitjr  of  which 
must  be  decided  by  the  Stewards.  And  if  a  jockey 
riding  a  beaten  horse  do  not  return  to  weigh,  he 
shall  be  fined  a  sum  of  money  not  less  than  lOl.  or  ex- 
ceeding 251.  and  if  it  can  be  proved  that  the  owner  or 
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trainer  connived  at  this  violation  of  the  law,  they  shall 
be  fined  251.  each,  and  the  horse  shall  be  disqualified 
to  run  in  public  until  all  the  fines  are  paid. 

If  the  jockey  dismount  before  the  jwropei'  time, 
or  be  short  of  weight,  his  horse  is  disqualified,  unless 
he  be  disabled  by  an  accident  to  himself  or  horse  which 
should  render  him  incapable  of  riding  back,  when  he 
may  walk  or  be  carried  to  the  scale. 

It  is  optional  for  the  jockey  to  weigh  with  his  bridle, 
and  the  Clerk  of  the  Scales  will  allow  lib  for  a  curb  or 
double  bridle,  but  no  weight  is  allowed  for  a  snaffle 
bridle  unless  it  is  put  into  the  scale  before  the  horse  is  ' 
led  away,  and  no  whip  or  substitute  for  a  whip  shall 
be  allowed  in  the  scales. 

If  a  horse  run  in  a  hood  it  must  be  put  into  the 
scale,  and  included  in  the  jockey's  weight. 

41.  Each  jockey  shall  be  allowed  2fb  above  the  Over-wdgbt. 
weight  specified  for  his  horse  to  carry,  and  no  more, 

unless  a  declaration  has  been  made  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Scales  of  the  extra  weight  the  jockey  is  about  to  carry 
one  half  an  hour  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  said 
race,  and  the  extra  weight  shall  be  appended  to  the 
horse's  number  when  it  is  put  up.  In  default  of  such 
declaration  the  horse  carrying  more  than  2lb  over  his 
specified  weight  shall  be  placed  as  the  last  horse  in  the 
race,  the  jockey  shall  be  fined  51.  for  his  neglect,  and 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  ride  until  the  said  fine  be  paid; 
and  the  weight  each  horse  actually  carried,  if  more 
than  2lb  above  his  weight,  shall  be  published  in  the 
first  list  printed  after  the  race,  and  also  in  the  Racing 
Calendar. 

42.  Inallhandicaps,when  the  highest  weight  accept-  RaiBingr 
ing  is  under  8st  I2ft,  it  is  to  be  raised  to  t^t  weight,  weights  in 
and  the  others  in  proportion.  handicaps. 

43.  No  horse  shall  carry  less  than  Sst  755  for  any  No  horse  to 
race,  and  horses  which  have  run  in  violation  of  this  Jjny  lejs 
Rule  shall  not  be  allowed  to  run  at  any  place  where  **^  ^*  ^^' 
these  Rules  are  in  force. 

Starting. 

44.  When  the  riders  of  the  horses  brought  out  to  run  Horses  going- 
for  any  race  are  called  upon  by  the  person  appointed  ^  ^^  P^ 
to  start  them  to  take  their  places  for  that  purpose,  gidered  rtS- 
every  horse  which  comes  up  to  the  post  shall  be  liable  ters. 

to  his  whole  stake. 
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Power  of  the  45.  The  starter  has  authority  to  order  the  jockeys  to 
Starter.  ^j^^^  up  in  a  line  as  far  behind  the  Starting-post  as 

he  may  think  necessary,  and  any  jockey  disobeying  the 
orders  of  the  starter,  or  taking  any  unfair  advantage, 
rfiaH  be  punished  by  fine  or  suspension,  according  to 
the  nature  and  degree  of  his  offence,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Stewards. 

No  jockey  can  be  suspended  beyond  the  meeting  at 
which  the  offence  is  committed,  unless  the  case  has 
been  heard  by  the  three  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club, 
and  in  the  absence  of  any  of  the  Stewards  a  Member 
or  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club  shall  be  deputed  to  act 
for  the  Steward  or  Stewards  absent. 

The  punishment  inflicted  shall  not  be  declared  till 
after  the  last  race  of  the  day  on  which  it  is  awarded. 

A  sentence  duly  passed  upon  a  jockey  cannot  be 
remitted  by  the  Stewards  without  the  aulioiity  of  a 
Greneral  Meeting  of  the  Jockey  Club. 

The  starter  is  prohibited  from  making  a  nmning 
start — ^the  horses  must  walk  up,  and  be  started  from  a 
walk,  and  if  the  Starter  from  negligence  or  inattention 
allow  a  start  to  take  place  on  the  wrong  side  of  the 
Starting-post,  he  shall  be  fined  a  sum  of  money  not 
exoeedmg  50Z.,  and  the  start  shall  be  declared  null  and 
void. 

Fonl  riding.  46.  If  in  running  for  any  race  one  horse  shall  jostle 
or  cross  another,  such  horse  is  disqualified  for  winning 
the  race,  whether  such  jostle  or  cross  happened  b^  the 
swerving  of  the  horse,  or  by  the  foul  and  careless  nding 
of  the  jockey  or  otherwise;  and  where  one  horse  crosses 
the  track  of  another,  it  is  deemed  a  disqualification, 
unless  he  be  two  clear  lengths,  or  more,  before  the  horse 
whose  track  he  crosses.  And  if  such  cross  or  jostle 
shall  be  proved  io  have  happened  through  the  foul 
riding  of  tlie  jockey,  he  shall  be  subject  to  such  punish- 
ment as  the  Stewards  may  think  fit  to  inflict. 

47.  Horses  running  on  the  wrong  side  of  a  post  and 
not  taming  back  are  disqualified. 

Second  Horse. 
Money  for  48.  When  it  is  a  condition  of  a  stake  or  plate  that 
•Boond  horse,  ^q  owner  of  the  second  horse  shall  receive  a  certain 
sum  of  money  out  of  the  stakes,  or  out  of  the  plate, 
and  the  race  is  walked  over  for,  or  no  second  horse  is 
placed,  the  winning  horse  is  entitled  to  the  whole  prize. 
If  Uie  money  advertised  to  be  given  to  the  second  horse 
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is  A  separate  donatioii  from  the  lUcc-fand  or  other 
source,  and  the  race  is  walked  over  for,  or  no  second 
horse  is  placed,  the  money  is  not  given  at  all. 

When  the  entrance  money  for  a  plate  is  advertised 
to  he  given  to  the  owner  of  the  second  horse,  a^d  the 
plate  is  walked  over  for,  or  no  second  horse  is  placed, 
the  entrance  money  is  to  he  returned. 

Dead  Heats. 

49.  If  for  any  plate  or  sweepstakes,  not  to  be  nm  in 
heats,  the  first  two  or  more  horses  shall  come  in  so  near 
together  that  the  Judge  shall  not  be  able  to  decide 
which  won,  those  horses  shall  run  for  such  prize  over 
again,  after  the  last  race  on  the  same  day;  the  other 
Iwrses  which  started  are  deemed  losers,  and  are  entitled 
to  their  respective  places,  as  if  the  race  had  been  finally 
determined  the  first  time. 

50.  When  horses  run  a  dead  heat  for  a  sweepstakes 
or  plate,  and  the  parties  agree  to  divide  the  stakes,  such 
horses  shall  be  liable  to  carry  extra  weight  as  winners 
of  that  race,  and  if  there  be  any  money  for  the  second 
horse  they  divide  that  also. 

5 1 .  Wiien  horses  run  a  dead  heat  for  the  second 
place  they  divide  any  money  that  may  be  payable  to 
the  second  horse,  and  if  there  be  any  money  for  the 
third,  they  divide  that  also;  and  if  any  of  these  horses 
run  for  a  race  in  which  there  is  a  penalty  for  having 
received  a  certain  amount  of  money  as  second  horse, 
they  shall  be  considered  as  having  received  only  the 
amount  of  their  respective  shares. 

When  a  dead  heat  is  declared  for  the  ge/fondplaee 
in  any  race,  and  the  winner  is  disq^ialifiedtoo  late  for

52.  When  a  race  is  run  in  heats,  a  horse,  to  win  the 
prize,  must  be  the  actual  winner  of  two  heats,  imless 
no  horse  appear  against  him,  when  one  walk  over  is 
sufficient. 

53.  In  running  of  heats,  if  it  cannot  be  decided 
which  horse  is  first,  the  heat  goes  for  nothing,  and 
they  may  all  start  again,  except  it  be  between  two 
horses  that  had  each  won  a  heat. 
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54.  When  two  horses  have  each  won  a  heat,  they 
only  mnst  start  for  a  third,  and  the  preference  between 
them  will  be  determined  by  it. 

55.  When  a  plate  is  won  by  two  heats,  the  preference 
of  the  horses  is  determined  by  the  places  they  get  in 
the  second  heat. 

56.  Horses  drawn  before  the  plate  is  won  are  dis- 
tanced. 

57.  No  distance  in  the  third  heat. 

58.  No  person  shall  start  more  than  one  horse  of 
which  he  is  the  owner,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  and 
either  in  his  own  name  or  that  of  any  other  person,  for 
any  race  for  which  heats  are  run. 

Selling  Eaces. 
How  the  59.  When  it  is  made  a  condition  of  any  plate  or 
v?TT  ^ri  *^  sweepstakes  that  the  winner  shall  be  sold  for  any  given 
be  claimed,  g^^j^^  ^j^^  owner  of  the  second  horse  being  first  entitled^ 
&c.,  no  other  person  than  one  who  ran  a  horse  in  the 
race  shall  be  entitled  to  claim.  The  claim  must  be 
made  to  the  Judge,  the  Clerk  of  the  Scales,  the  Clerk 
of  the  Course,  or  one  of  the  Stewards  present,  within 
a  quarter  of  an  hour  after  the  race.  The  horse  claimed

lihe  half  of  any  surplus  which  may  thereby  be  obtained 
over  and  above  the  price  for  which  the  horse  was 
entered  to  be  sold,  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  of  the 
second  horse,  and  this  shall  not  invalidate  the  privi- 
ledge  of  the  second  horse  as  to  the  prior  claim  of  any 
beaten  horse  under  Rule  61.  If  at  any  country 
meeting  the  winner  of  a  selling  race  shall  by  the 
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tenns  prescribed  be  sold  by  auction,  and  the  moiety 
of  the  surplus  be  not  paid  to  the  owner  of  the  second 
horse,  the  said  winner  shall  be  disqualified  fdr  being 
entered,  or  for  running  in  any  race  were  the  New- 
market rules  of  racing  are  in  force.

64.  When  it  is  a  condition  of  any  race  that  horses 
should  cari'y  extra  weight  for  mnning  a  certain  nwrn- 
her  of  prizes  during  the  year,  such  winnings  shall 
date  from  the  \st  of  January  preceding y  shall  extend 
to  the  tiine  of  starting^  unless  othemnse  specified,  and 
shall  apply  to  all  established  races  in  any  country. 

No  penalty  shall  be  inflicted  for  running  second  in 
any  race,  sate  and  except  that  horses,  which  have  re- 
ceived lOQsov.  for  being  placed,  may  be  debarred,  by 
the  conditions  of  any  particular  race,fro7n  receiving 
maiden  allowances. 

No  allowance  shall  be  made  for  having  been  beaten 
a  certain  number  of  times. 

65.  Extra  weights  and  allowances  are  not  accumu- 
ative,  unless  so  specified  in  the  conditions. 

66.  Horses  do  not  carry  extra  weight  for  winning  a 
match,  and  are  not  entitled  to  allowance  for  having 
been  beaten  in  a  match. 

The  winner  of  a  private  handicap  race  shall  be 
exempted  from  the  penalty  of  carrying  extra  weight 
in  all  public  handicaps,  the  terms  of  which  impose  on 
winners  of  handicaps  certain  penalties  for  winning 
after  a  specified  date. 

Note. — ^By  a  private  handicap  is  meant  one  in 
which  the  weights  are  agreed  upon  among  the  par-

Objections  to  Qualification, 

Bxamina-  69.  When  the  age  or  qualification  of  a  horse  is  oh- 

^aau   ot  jected  to,  either  bdEore  or  after  running  for  any  race, 

moutli.  ^g  Stewards,  or  those  whom  they  may  appoint,  shall 

have  power  to  order  an  examination  of  the  horse's 
mouth  by  competent  persons,  and  to  call  for  all  such 
evidence  as  they  may  require,  and  their  decision  shall 
be  final,  unless  they  shall- sanction  the  removal  of  the 
question  in  dispute  into  a  Court  of  Law. 

Any  person  requiring  a  horse's  mouth  to  be  examined 
must  pay  the  expense  of  such  examination,  unless  the 
hcrse  is  proved  to  be  of  the  wrong  age,  in  which  case 
such  expense  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  the  said 
horse. 

Wlien  com-  70.  AU  complaints  of  foul  riding,  or  of  horses  not 
plaints  must  running  the  proper  Course,  or  of  any  other  irregularities 
be  made.  occurring  in  the  race,  must  be  made  either  by  the 
owner,  jockey,  or  groom  of  the  horse,  to  one  of  the 
Stewards,  to  the  Judge  of  the  race,  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Course,  or  the  Clerk  of  the  Scales,  within  a  quarter  of 
an  hour  after  the  race. 

As  it  is  expedient  that  there  diould  be  a  statute  of 
limitations  with  respect  to  the  time  of  lodging  objec- 
tions against  winning  horses,  no  complaints  can  be 
entertained  after  the  conclusion  of  the  Race  Meeting, 
save  and  except  charges  of  fraudulent  entry  or  of  run- 
ning horses  under  a  false  descripticm,  which  may  be 
investigated  at  any  period  within  one  year  from  the 
date  of  the  offence. 
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71.  When  the  qualification  of  any  horse  is  objected 
to  by  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  day  of  starting, 
the  owner  must  produce  a  certificate,  or  other  proper 
document,  to  the  Steward  or  Clerk  of  the  Course,,  or  to 
the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  if  the  case  happen  at 
Newmarket,  before  the  race  is  run,  to  prove  the  qualifi- 
cation of  the  horse;  and  if  he  shall  start  his  horse  with- 
out so  doing,  the  prize  shall  be  withheld  for  a  period 
to  be  fixed  upon  by  the  Stewards,  at  the  expiration  of 
which  time,  if  the  qualification  be  not  proved  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Stewards,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
the  prize,  though  his  horse  shall  have  eome  in  first,  but 
it  shall  be  given  to  the  owner  of  the  second  horse. 
When  the  qualification  of  a  horse  is  objected  to  after 
that  time,  the  person  making  the  objection  must  prove 
the  disqualification. 

72.  If  it  can  be  proved  against  any  perscm  that  h^ 
has  offered  money  before  or  after  a  lace  to  any  Judge> 
Starter,  or  Han(Ucapper,  or  promised  any  part  of  tiue 
stake  or  prize,  or  any  share  or  part  of  a  b^,  he  shall 
be  warned  off  the  Course  at  Newmari^et,  and  other 
places  where  these  Rules  are  in  force;  and  any  Judge, 
Starter,  or  Handicapper  who  ^ail,  bef(Hre  or  after  a 
race,  demand  oe  receive  money  of  any  person,  shall 
be  warned  off  the  Course  at  Newmarket,  and  other 
places  where  these  Rules  are  in  force. 

73.  The  Judge  and  the  Starter  cannot  employ  sab- 
stitates  without  the  consent  of  the  Stewards,  or  their 
subBtitutes.  A  contested  race  cannot  be  decided  if 
the  Judge  have  vacated  his  box,  unless  a  Steward/  or 
an  official  person  duly  anthorified,  occupy  it.  A 
stranjjer  cannot  start  the  horses  without  the  consent 
of  the  Stewards,  or  their  substitutes;  in  the  event  of 
a  violation  of  this  rule,  the  heat  is  nullified  and  the 
race  most  be  run  over  again  without  going  to  the 
scales. 

74.  Neither  the  progranmie  nor  the  result  c^  any 
fiat  race  meeting  in  Great  firitaio  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  Official  Racing  Calendar,  unless  the 
said  meeting  is  advertised  to  be  subject  to  tiie  estab- 
lished rules  of  racing  as  settled  by  the  Jockey  Club. 

Any  horse  runniDg  for  a  flat  race  on  any  course 
where  the  programme  is  not  previously  published 
in  the  Official  Calendar  shall  be  disqualified  from 
entering  or  mnning  at  any  meeting  where  the  estab- 
lished rules  of  racing  are  in  force. 
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[These  are  only  applicable  to  races  run  at  Newmarket]

Be$pecttng  the  Stewmrda. 

1.  The  three  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  dab  shall  be 
contiiiiied  in  their  ofSce  till  the  next  anniiftl  firmjifiHl 
meeting  (which  takes  place  m  the  Craven)  when  the 
senior  Steward  shall  vacate  after  settling  the  accounts 
made  np  to  the  Slst  of  December  preceding,  and  shall 
then  name  a  member  of  the  Jockey  Clnb  to  succeed 
him,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  Members  of  the 
Jockey  Club  then  present,  and  at  every  subsequent 
financial  meeting  the  senior  Steward  shall,  in  like 
manner,  retire  and  propose  his  successor. 

2.  If  any  of  the  Stewards  shall  die  or  resign,  the 
remaining  Stewards  may  appoint  a  member  of  the  Club 
to  succeed  the  deceased  or  declining  Steward,  but  such 
nomination  shall  be  noti6ed  to  the  Club  at  the  first 
general  meeting,  and  if  the  appointment  meet  their 
approval,  the  said  member  shall  remain  in  office  until 
the  expiration  of  his  predecessor's  time. 

fOT^Ssent  ^*  ^^en  only  one  Steward  is  present,  and  neither  of 

Stewards.        ^^  absent  Stewards  shall  have  appointed  a  substitute, 

the  member  of  the  Jockey  Club  present  who  has  last 

served  the  office  shall  act  ex  officio. 

TheStewarda  4.  The  three  Stewards  shall  have  the  power  of  ap- 
^to  aSoint  l^i^^'^'iS  ^^  *^®  public  officers  and  the  servants  of  the 
officers:  Club;  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  to  receive  the 

stakes  and  collect  the  entrance-money,  and  all  other 
funds  belonging  to  the  Jockey  Club;  and  the  Stewards 
shall  produce  an  account  of  the  funds  and  disburse- 
ments of  the  Club  at  the  annual  financial  meeting,  and 
they  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Club  for  the  correctness 
of  the  annual  accounts,  and  for  all  the  money  collected 
as  belonging  to  the  Jockey  Club. 


In    caae 
death     or 
resignation 
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6.  The  Stewards  shall  fix  the  hour  of  starting  for 
each  race  at  or  before  nine  o'clock  ia  the  evening  pre- 
ceding the  day  of  running,  and  notice  of  the  time  of 
starting  is  to  be  fixed  up  in  the  Coffee-room  immediately 
afterwards. 

6.  The  Stewards  have  full  power  to  make  such  regu- 
lations as  they  may  think  proper  in  regard  to  the 
Course  and  Exercising-ground. 

7.  The  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  have  the  power, 
in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  of  putting  off  the  races 
from  day  to  day  until  a  Sunday  intervene. 

8.  All  disputes  relating  to  racing  at  Newmarket  shall 
be  determined  by  the  three  Stewards;  if  only  two 
Stewards  be  present  they  shall  fix  upon  a  third  person, 
being  a  member  of  the  Club,  in  lieu  of  the  absent 
Steward,  but  the  Stewards,  if  they  think  fit,  may  call 
in  any  other  members  of  the  Jockey  Club  to  their 
assistance,  or  may  refer  the  case  to  a  general  meeting, 
if  the  importance  or  difficulty  of  the  matter  in  dispute 
shall  appear  to  them  toreqmre  it.  The  witnesses  ex- 
amined shall  be  required  to  sign  their  evidence,  and  if 
either  party  desire  to  have  a  short-hand  writer  engaged 
to  take  down  the  evidence,  the  Stewards  may  (if  they 
think  proper)  engage  a  writer  at  the  expense  of  the 
person  making  the  request. 

9  If  any  dispute  arising  elsewhere  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club,  and  they  shall 
think  fit  to  take  it  into  consideration,  the  matter  must 
relate  to  horse-racing,  and  be  sent  by  the  Stewards  of 
the  Meeting  where  we  matter  in  question  occurred. 

10.  The  Jockey  Club  and  the  Stewards  thereof  take 
no  cognizance  of  any  disputes  or  claims  with  respect 
to  bets. 

1 1 .  The  Stewards  have  a  discretionarypower  to  warn 
any  person  off  the  Race-course  at  Newmarket,  or  any 
premises  belonging  to  the  Jockey  Club,  and  in  case  of 
such  notice  being  disregarded,  to  take  legal  proceedings 
against  the  offenders. 

12.  All  meetings  of  the  Club  shall  be  called  by  the 
Stewards  at  their  discretion,  NotiSe  of  Meetings  at 
Nerc market  for  the  transaction  of  general  business, 
4tnd  the  days  upon  which  they  are  to  be  held,  must 
he  given  in  the  Sheet  Calendar  published  during  the 
premovs  week» 
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Meetings  for  the  election  of  candidates  far  the 
Nem  Rooms  and  Coffee  Room^  may  hi'  called  hy  a 
notice  in  writing^  which  must  he  put  %ip  in  the  Coffee 
Jftoom.  the  day  preceding  such  meeting. 

Alt  meetings  at  Newmarket  shall  he  held  ahout  an 
honr  after  the  last  race  of  tJie  day.  Special  meetings 
for  the  election  of  Honorary  Memhers  of  the  New 
RoomSy  may  he  held,  without  notice,  at  any  time 
during  a  Newmarket  week, 

13.  If  a  member  of  the  Jockey  Glnb  shall  inpngn 
or  object  to  any  act  or  decision  of  the  Stewards,  he 
shall  give  notice  of  it  in  writing  to  the  Keeper  of  the 
Match-book,  who  will  immediately  request  the  Stew- 
ards to  fix  an  early  day  to  assemble  the  members  for 
the  purpose  of  hearing  the  objection. 

Upon  the  request  of  not  less  than  twenty  mem- 
bers given  in  writing  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match- 
book,  the  Stewards  shldl  call  a  General  Meeting  of  the 
Jockey  Club  in  London,  within  twenty -eight  days  of 
such  requisition  being  presented. 

14.  The  Stewards  of  the  Jockey  Club  are,  ex  officio.

Respecting  the  Admission  of  New  Memhers. 

15.  The  election  of  Memhers  for  the  Jockey  Cluh, 
New  Rooms,  and  Coffee  Room,  shall  he  hy  ballot. 

Ballots  may  take  place  during  any  of  the  New- 
market Meetings,  and  mvst  he  held  at  a  Oeneral 
Meeting  of  the  Cluh.  Nine  Memhers  at  least  shall 
hallot,  and  two  black  halls  shall  txclude;  but  for 
the  New  Rooms  and  Coffee  Room^  when  eighteen 
Members  vote,  there  must  be  three  black  balls  to 
exclude. 

1 6.  Ihr  the  Jockey  Club,  each  candidate  must  he 
proposed  and  seconded  hy  two  Memhers  of  the  Cluh. 
Notii'cof  his  being  a  candidate  must  be  given  at  a 
meeting  previous  to  tJiat  in  which  the  ballot  {is  to 
take  place,  or  in  the  Calendar  published  during  the 
week  preceding  the  ballot.  The  nam^  of  the  candi- 
date, as  well  as  the  day  of  the  meeting,  must  be 
put  up  in  the  Coffee  Room  on  the  Monday  preceding 
the  balUtt.  Members  of  the  Jockey  Cluh  being 
abroad  for  two  or  nurre  whale  years  from  the  1st  of 
January,  shall  not  be  liable  for  their  subscription 
during  their  absence.  Honorary  Members  have  not 
the  power  of  voting  at  meetings  of  the  Club. 
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17.  A  Member  of  the  Jcxikey  Club  may  be  admitted 
a  Member  of  the  New  Rooms  without  bulot,  by  apply- 
ing to  Mr  Weatheiby,  Keeper  of  the  Match-book,  and 
paying  t&e  same  8mn  for  his  admission,  and  the  same 
sabscription,  as  are  required  of  Members  chosen  by 
ballot. 

18.  Ihr  the  New  RoomM  and  Coffee  Room  each  For  the  New 
candidate  must  beprojfosed  and  seconded  by  a  Mem-  ^^!^^ 
her  of  the  Jockey  Chib,  and  the  ndrne  of  the  candi- 
date, with  his  ustuil  place  of  abode,  as  well  as  the 

name  of  the  Member  proposing  him,  must  be  put  up 
in  the  Coffee  Boom  on  the  day  preceding  the  Ballot. 
Honorary  Members  of  the  New  Rooms  and  Coffee 
Boom  are  elected  for  the  current  year,  and  are  liable 
for  the  household  expenses  only. 

19.  A  person,  though  chosen,  shall  not  be  considered  Arrears  of 
as  a  Member  of  any  of  these  Clnbs  untU  he  shall  have  Subscription 
paid  the  usual  sums  for  the  admission  and  subscription 

of  a  new  Member.  And  the  name  of  eveiy  Member 
whose  subscription  shall  be  in  arrear  for  one  year  shall 
be  placed  over  the  chimney-piece  in  the  New  Kooms 
and  in  the  CoflFee-room  at  Newmarket,  in  the  Craven 
Meeting  in  each  year.  And  if  such  arrear  be  not  paid 
at  the  end  of  the  following  Spring  Meetings,  he  ^all 
cease  to  be  a  Member,  and  shall  not  be  again  admitted 
as  a  Member  until  his  arrears  be  paid,  and  until  he  be 
again  chosen  by  ballot. 

If  any  Member  of  the  Rooms  or  Stands  at  New- 
market shall  leave  his  bill  for  household  expenses 
unpaid  two  months  after  the  same  shall  have  been 
delivered  to  him,  the  Keeper  of  the  Rooms  is  to 
report  his  default  to  the  Stewards,  who  will  cause 
notice  to  be  sent  to  him,  that  if  it  be  not  cleared  by  a 
time  to  be  mentioned  in  the  said  notice  (not  to  exceed 
three  months),  his  name  will  be  erased  from  the  list 
of  Members,  and  he  will  be  warned  off  the  fieath. 

20.  The  subseriptioQ  to  the  New  Rooms  and  Coffee- 
room,  and  all  other  charges,  except  the  subscription 
to  th&  Jockey  Club,  are  paid  IwUf-jrearly;  the  July 
Meeting  to  be  included  in  either  hal^'year. 

21.  Any  Member  of  the  Jockey  Club  (not  being  a  Temporary 
Member  of  the  New  Rooms,)  may  be  admitted  to  the  *^"^5i^^.  °* 
New  Rooms  and  Coffee-room  for  any  one  Meeting,  by  ^S^gV  ^^' 
applying  to  Mr  Weatherby,  Keeper  of  the  Match-book, 
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without  any  other  charge  than  the  payment  of  two 
pounds.  In  the  event  of  such  person  attending  any 
other  meeting  in  the  course  of  the  same  year,  he  is  to 
be  considered  as  a  Member  of  the  New  Rooms,  and 
liable  to  all  the  usual  charges. 

22.  Gentlemen  not  Memben  of  the  New  Rooms  or 
Coffee-room  may  be  admittea  to  the  Stands  on  New- 
market Heath  on  payment  of  a  life  subscription  of  ten 
pounds,  provided  that  they  are  elected  by  ballot  in  the 
same  manner  as  Members  of  the  Coffee-room,  and  that 
the  number  so  admitted  shall  not  exceed  fifty. 

23.  If  any  Member  of  the  Jockey  Club,  or  of  the 
New  Rooms  or  Coffee  Boom  at  Newmarket,  should 
appear  in  the  published  Forfeit  List  as  a  defaulter 
for  stakes  or  forfeits,  or  be  reported  by  the  Committee 
of  the  Subscription  Booms  at  Newmarket  or.  at  Messrs 
TattersalPs,  as  being  a  defaulter  for  bets  lost  on  horse 
racing,  the  Stewards  shall  cause  notice  to  be  sent  to 
him  that  if  his  default  be  not  cleared  by  a  time  to  be 
stated  in  the  said  notice  (not  to  exceed  three  months) 
his  name  will  be  erased  from  the  list  of  Members;  and 
if  a  Member  of  any  of  these  Clubs  should  be  oon- 
yicted  of  fraudulent  practices  on  the  Turf,  or  should 
compound  with  his  creditors,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a 
Member. 

Trials. 

24.  The  day,  with  respect  to  the  engaging  of  the 
ground  for  trials,  is  divided  into  five  periods,  from 
uie  first  day  of  the  Craven  Meeting  to  the  last  day  of 
the  Houghton  Meeting — ^viz.,  from  five  to  seven  o'clock, 
and  from  seven  to  eight  in  the  morning;  from  one 
to  half -past  two,  from  half -past  two  till  four,  and 
from  four  till  five  in  the  afternoon.  During  the  rest 
of  the  year  it  is  divided  into  three  periods — viz.,  pre- 
vious to  nine  in  the  morning,  from  one  to  half-past 
three,  and  after  half -past  three  in  the  afternoon. 

No  trainer  shall  have  the  ground  for  trying  l^orses 
more  than  one  portion  of  the  morning  and  one  portion 
of  the  afternoon  in  the  same  week,  and  trainers  having 
less  than  ten  horses  shall  be  allowed  to  have  the 
ground  only  for  one  period  of  time.  A  trainer  not 
having  more  than  five  horses  in  training  can  only  have 
hl3  r.i.ine  down  once  at  the  same  time;  a  trainer  not 
having  more  than  ten  horses  only  tTvice;  and  a  trainer 
with  more  than  ten  onlv  three  times.      ^ 
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Notice  for  engaging  the  gronnd  shall,  at  least  one 
day  before  the  day  it  is  used,  be  entered  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  for  that  purpose  at  the  Keeper  of  the  Match- 
book's  OflSce  in  Newmarket.  And  no  notice  or  warn- 
ing shall  be  deemed  sufficient  unless  given  as  before 
directed. 

25.  If  any  person  shall  be  detected  inwatching  a  trial,   Watching 
or  shall  be  proved  to  have  employed  any  person  to  watch   *^*^3' 

a  trial,  he  shall  be  served  with  a  notice  to  keep  off  the 
heath;  and  if  in  the  employment  of  any  member  of  the 
Club,  or  of  any  groom  or  rider  employed  by  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Club,  he  shall  be  dismissed  from  his  service, 
and  not  again  employed. 

N.B. — For  the  future  the  ground  will  be  kept  clear 
during  trials  by  a  person  appointed  by  the  Stewards, 
unless  he  is  requested  to  retire  by  the  owner  or  trahier 
of  the  horses  being  tried. 

The  Challenge  Cup  and  Whip. 

26.  The  Cup  may  be  challenged  for  on  the  Tuesday  The  Cup. 
or  Wednesday  in  the  July  Meeting  in  each  year,  to  be 

run  for  over  the  B.  C.  on  Thursday  in  the  Houghton 
Meeting  following,  by  horses,  &c.,  the  property  of  Mem- 
bers of  the  Jockey  Club  or  of  the  Booms  at  Newmarket ; 
four  years  old  carrying  8st  7ft^  five  years  old,  9st  lib, 
six  years  old  and  aged,  9st  4lb.  Each  person,  at  the 
time  of  challenging,  is  to  subscribe  his  name  to  a  paper 
to  be  hung  up  in  the  Coffee-room  at  Newmarket,  and 
deliver  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  the  name  or 
description  of  the  horse,  &c.,  sealed  up,  which  shall  be 
kept  till  six  o'clock  on  the  Saturday  evening  of  that 
week;  and  if  not  accepted,  or  only  one  challenger,  to  be 
returned  unopened :  but  if  accepted,  or  if  more  than 
one  challenger,  to  be  then  opened  and  declared  a  match, 
or  sweepstakes  of  200  sov.  each,  play  or  pay.  If  the 
challenge  be  not  accepted,  the  Cup  to  be  delivered  to 
the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  in  the  Meeting  ensuing 
the  challenge,  for  the  person  who  may  become  entitled 
to  the  same. 

27.  The  Whip  may  be  challenged  for  twice  in  each  The  Whip. 
year,  viz.:  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  July  Meeting, 

when  the  acceptance  must  be  signified  or  the  Whip  re- 
signed on  the  Tuesday  following,  or  challenged  for  on 
Monday  or  Tuesday  in  the  Second  October  Meeting, 
when  the  acceptance  must  be  signified,  or  the  Whip 
Vol.  C  J.  c 
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resigned,  before  the  end  of  the  same  meeting.  If  chal- 
enged  for  and  accepted  in  July,  to  be  nm  for  on  the 
Tuesday  in  the  Second  October  Meeting  following;  and 
if  in  the  October,  on  the  Thursday  in  the  First  Spring- 
Meeting  following;  B.C.  weight  lOst,  and  to  stake  20O 
80V.  each,  play  or  pay.

D    isoount  on        28.  Five  pounds  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed  on  all 
Forfeits.  forfeits  under  100^.  and  not  leas  than  20Z.  declared  to- 

the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book,  at  or  before  ten  o'clock 
the  evening  before  running;  and  if  the  forfeit  amount 
to  lOOZ.  and  upwards,  \0l.  per  cent  shall  be  allowed. 
All  forfeits  sjiall  be  paid  before  twelve  o'clock  at  night 
of  the  day  fixed  for  the  race,  and  on  those  forfeits  which 
shall  not  be  so  paid,  the  deduction  for  the  timely  de- 
claration of  such  forfeit  shall  not  be  allowed.

*®^'  all  sums  won  at  Newmarket  in  sweepstakes  or  matches, 

where  the  clear  sum  to  be  received  by  the  winner,  over 
and  above  his  own  stake,  shall  amount  to  100?.  or  more 
(unless  the  winner  shall  object  to  allowing  such  deduc- 
tions to  be  made)  and  the  money  so  raised  shall  be  dis- 
posed of  in  the  following  manner,  viz. 

Two  handicap  plates  of  100?.  each,  for  three,  four,

is  to  be  paid  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  at  the 
same  time  with  the  stakes,  and  for  plates  at  the  time 
of  entry. 

The  Keeper  of  the  Match-book  shall  charge  the 
proprietors  of  such  horses  as  receive  forfeit,  and  shall 
be  excused  from  appearing,  with  the  same  fees  for 
weights  and  scales  as  if  they  had  come  over  t^e  Course. . 

No  weighing  fee  is  charged 'for  matches. 

33.  Towards  defraying  the  expense  of  repairing  the  Heath  tax. 
Course  and  Exercise-ground,  finir  guineas  annually 

shall  be  paid  in  respect  of  every  horse  that  shall  be 
trained  at  Newmarket,  and  one  guinea  annually  for 
ever>'  horse  that  goes  there  for  any  race-meeting  and 
uses*  the  ground  for  exercise,  or  runs  any  priTaAe  trial 
or  public  race  thereon.  Any  horse  remaining  at  New- 
market more  than  six  weeks,  including  either  the 
Spring  or  three  October  Meetings,  or  more  than  three 
weeks  in  July,  shall  be  considered  as  trained  at  New- 
market, and  be  liable  for  the  full  Heath  Tax,  but  no 
horse  remaining  a  less  time  than  three  weeks,  whe- 
ther during  the  race  time  or  not,  shall  be  char;;cd 
more  than  one  guinea.  And  the  same  shall  be  paid 
by  the  stable-keeper  or  servant  having  the  care  of  such 
horse,  and  be  charged  by  him  to  the  owner  of  such 
horse.  The  Stewards  shdl  make  such  orders  as  they 
think  fit  relative  to  the  returns  to  be  made  by  the  stable- 
keepers  or  servants,  of  horses  under  their  care,  and  if 
any  stable-keeper  or  servant  shall  fail  to  make  a  true 
return  according  to  this  order,  he  will  be  surcharged 
one  guinea  for  each  horse  omitted  in  his  list. 

N.B. — At  present  all  trainers  are  required  to  send  in 
on  the  1st  of  February,  a  list  of  the  horses  which  have

been  unl(;r  their  charge  from  the  1st  of  January,  and 
on  the  1  t  of  every  succeeding  month  a  list  of  any 
addifemnal  horses  that  have  been  under  their  care  since 
the  preceding  return. 

34.  Every  trainer  who  wishes  to  train  horses  on  the 
lands  belonging  to,  or  in  the  occupation  of,  the 
Jockey  Club,  must  apply  annually  to  the  Stewards 
for  a  licence,  and  on  making  such  application  must 
specify  the  horses  then  under  his  charge,  and  the  names 
of  their  owners. 

A  trainer  shall  be  liable  to  have  his  licence  with- 
drawn for  breaking  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  Stewards 
for  the  management  of  th^  ground,  or  for  any  mis- 
conduct on  the  Turf,  or  in  matters  connected  with  it, 
and  the  prohibition  to  use  the  lands  of  the  Jockey 
Club  attached  to  the  refusal  or  withdrawal  of  a  licence 
shall  extend  to  the  Race  meetings, 
t  The  payment  of  Heath  Tax  shall  not  be  taken  to 

confer  on  the  person  paying  the  same  any  legal  rights 
which  shall  interfere  or  be  inconsistent  with  the  abso- 
lute control  the  Club  now  has  over  all  persons  using 
or  going  on  to  their  grounds. 

Should  the  Stewards  find  it  necessary  to  refuse  or 
withdraw  a  licence  from  any  trainer,  they  will  report 
that  they  have  done  so  at  the  next  General  Meeting 
of  the  Club. 

Entrance  to       36.  The  entrance  to  a  plate  at  Newmarket  shall  not 
plates.  exceed  3  sov. 

Plates  and  gg    ^^VTien  a  plate  given  from  the  funds  of  the  Jockey 

Club  is  walked  over  for,  only  half  the  amount  is  paid, 
and  if  a  sweepstakes  to  which  money  is  added  by  the 
Jockey  Club  is  walked  over  for,  only  half  the  added 
money  shall  be  paid. 

Relating  to  other  matters  not  before  specified, 

37.  Every  groom  shall  have  his  horse  at  the  post, 
ready  to  start,  at  the  time  appointed  by  the  Stewards; 
and  every  jockey  is  to  be  there,  ready  to  start  at  the 
same  time.  Every  groom  or  jockey  making  default 
herein  shall  forfeit  5^.,  to  be  paid  to  the  Keeper  of  the 
Match-book,  and  by  him  accounted  for  to  the  Stewards. 

The  person  appointed  to  start  the  horses  shall  mark 
in  his  list  the  time  when  the  horses  in  each  race  actually 
started;  and  if  there  have  been  any  false  starts,  the  first 
of  them  shall  be  considered  as  the  time  of  starting  for

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that  race,  and  he  shall  make  a  report  thereof  to  the 
Keeper  of  the  Match-book  in  the  afternoon  of  the  day 
the  races  are  run.  And  if  any  delay  shall  have  taken 
place,  he  shall  state  by  whom,  or  by  what  cause,  the 
delay  was  occasioned.  He  shall  regulate  his  watch  by 
the  Coffee-room  clock,  which  shall  be  considered  as  the 
true  time  for  this  purpose. 

38.  No  races  for  gentlemen  riders  are  allowed  at  Races   for 
Newmarket  during  the  regular  meetings  without  the  Gentlemen 
sanction  of  the  Stewards,  and,  that  accorded,  such  races  Riders, 
must  be  the  first  or  last  of  the  day. 

39.  Any  member  of  a  Bacing  Club  riding  in  with 
the  leading  horses  in  a  race  shall  be  fined  to  the  amount 
of  251.,  and  all  other  persons  to  the  amount  of  5l. 

40.  Rule  42,  concerning  Horse-Racing  in  general.   Raising 
extends  at  Newmarket  to  the  highest  weight  left  in  at   weights    ii 
ten  o'clock  the  preceding  evening  in  handicaps  for   handicaps, 
plates  and  stakes,  where  there  is  no  declaration  of  for- 
feit, and  where  the  weights  are  fixed  the  night  before 
running. 

41  No  trainer  shall  engage  any  lad,  or  other 
stable  servant,  without  previously  referring  to  his 
last  employer,  and  receiving  a  satisfactory  reply. 
Any  trainer  infringing  this  rule  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  train  horses  at  Newmarket,  or  at  other  meetings 
"where  the  Newmarket  Rules  are  enforced. 

Any  boy  prevented  from  obtaining  employment  by 
this  rule  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Stewards 
for  an  enquiry. 

Every  jockey  at  the  termination  of  his  apprentice- 
ship is  free  to  form  engagements  for  himself,  irrespec- 
tive of  any  which  may  have  been  made  for  him  during 
such  apprenticeship. 

42.  No  rule  or  alteration  of  a  rule  of  the  Jockey 
Club  takes  effect  until  it  has  been  published  in  the 
Racing  Calendar,  unless  specially  ordered  to  the  con- 
trary at  the  time  the  said  rule  or  alteration  is  adopted ; 
and  no  new  rule  of  the  Jockey  Club  can  be  passed, 
and  no  rule  be  rescinded  without  previous  notice  being 
given  in  the  Sheet  Racing  Calendar,  nor  at  any  meeting 
at  which  less  than  nine  members  are  present.

Ld  Calthorpe,  the  Senior  Steward,  presented  the  accounts 
for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31  st,  1872,  which  he  had  audited 
and  signed,  and,  on  retiring,  named  H.  Chaplin,  Esq.,  for 
his  Bacceesor,  which  was  nnanimnusly  agreed  to. 

A  General  Meetinf?  was  held  at  Newmarket  on  Wednesday 
in  the  First  Spring  Meeting  (April  30th). 

The  Marquis  of  Hartington  was  elected  a  Member  of  the 
Oub. 


A  General  Meeting  was  held  at  Newmarket  on  Wednesday 
in  the  Second  Spring  Meeting  (May  14tb). 

Yisooimt  Lascelles  was  elected  a  Member  of  the  Club. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Stewards,  the  President  of  the 
American  Jockev  Club  was  elected  an  Honorary  Member  of 
the  dub. 

The  Stewards  moved — ^to  alter  the  present  Rules  12, 15,  16, 
18,  and  22,  of  ihe  Jockey  Club,  relating  to  ballots  and  meet- 
ings of  the  Club,  and,  after  a  short  discussion,  the  New 
Rules  were  passed  as  follows. 

Rule  12. — All  meetings  of  the  Club  shall  be  called  by  the 
Stewards  at  their  discretion.  Notice  of  Meetings  at  New- 
market for  the  transaction  of  general  business,  and  the  days 
upon  which  they  are  to  be  held,  must  be  given  in  the  Sheet 
CUendar  published  during  the  previous  week. 

Meetings  for  the  election  of  candidates  for  the  New  Rooms 
and  Coffee  Room,  may  be  called  by  a  notice  in  writing, 
which  most  be  put  up  in  the  Coffee  Room,  the  day  preceding 
BQch  meeting. 

All  meetings  at  Newmarket  shall  be  held  about  an  hour 
after  the  last  race  of  the  day.  Special  meetings  for  the 
election  of  Honorary  Members  of  the  New  Rooms,  may  be 
held,  without  notice,  at  any  time  during  a  Newmarket  week. 

The  present  Rule  12  to  be  made  a  portion  of  Rule  13. 
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15. — The  eleetidn  of  Members  fw  the  Jockey  Clab,  New 
Booms,  and  Coffee  Boom,  shall  be  by  Ballot. 

Ballots  may  take  place  daring  any  of  the  Newmarket 
Meetings,  and  most  be  held  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Clab. 
Nine  Members  at  least  shall  ballot,  and  two  black  ball 
shall  exdade;  but  for  the  New  Rooms  and  Coffee  Room, 
when  eighteen  Members  vote  there  must  be  three  black  ball 
io  exclude. 

16. — ^For  the  Jockey  Club,  each  candidate  must  be  proposed 
and  seconded  by  two  Members  of  the  Club.  Notice  of  his 
being  a  candidate  must  be  given  at  a  meeting  preyious  to 
that  in  which  the  ballot  is  to  take  place,  or  in  the  Calendar 
published  during  the  week  preceding  the  ballot.  The  name 
of  the  candidate,  as  well  as  the  day  of  the  meeting,  must 
be  put  up  in  the  Coffee  Room  on  ^e  Monday  preceding  the 
ballot.  Members  of  the  Jockey  Club  being  abroad  for  two 
or  more  whole  y«ars  from  tiie  1st  of  January,  shall  not  be 
liable  for  their  subscription  during  their  absence.  Honorary 
Members  have  not  the  power  of  voting  at  meetings  of  the 
Club. 

18. — For  the  New  Rooms  and  Coffee  Room  each  candidate 
must  be  proposed  and  seconded  by  a  Member  of  the  Jockey 
Club,  and  the  name  of  the  candidate,  with  his  usual  place 
of  abode,  as  well  as  the  name  of  the  Member  proposing  him, 
must  be  put  up  in  tie  Coffee  Room  on  the  day  preceding  the 
Ballot. 

Honorary  Members  of  the  New  Rooms  and  Coffee  Room 
are  elected  for  the  current  year,  and  are  liable  for  the  house- 
hold expenses  only. 


A  General  Meeting  was  held  at  Newmarket  on  Wednesday 
in  the  July  Meeting  (July  2nd). 

The  Earl  of  Rosslyn  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Club. 

The  Stewards  moved  certain  alterations  of  the  Rules  of 
Racing  Nos.  6,  7,8,  51,  64,  and  68.  They  were  agreed  to, 
with  some  slight  modification,  and  carried  as  follows,  to 
oome  into  operation  next  year; — 

To  omit  the  second  paragraph  of  Rule  6,  and  then  make 
Rules  6  and  7  one;  present  Rule  8  to  be  7;  and  Rule  8  to  be 
as  follows : 

Rule  8.  No  plate  or  sweepstakes  shall  be  run  for  of 
less  value  than  50  sov.  including  the  -svinner's  own  stake, 
excepting  in  cases  of  prizes  left  by  will.  This  rule  not 
to  prevent  the  walking  over  for  a  less  sum. 
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To  omit  the  exception  of  the  winner's  own  stake  in  Rule 
68,  and  the  claase  about  the  Queen's  Vase,  and  the  Bnle  to 
read  as  follows : 

Bule  68.  In  estimating  the  value  of  any  prize  no- 
deduction  shall  be  made,  except  of  any  sum  or  sums  re- 
quired by  the  conditions  to  be  paid  out  of  the  stakes  ta 
the  owners  of  any  other  horse  or  horses  in  the  race — the 
entrance  for  a  plate  not  to  be  deducted.  And  every 
prize,  not  in  specie,  shall  be  estimated  at  its  advertised 
value  in  sovereigns,  and  if  such  value  is  not  designated 
it  shall  be  taken  at  the  cost  price. 
To  alter  Rule  64,  omitting  all  allowances  for  being  beaten » 
as  follows: 

Rule  64.  When  it  is  a  condition  of  any  race  that  horses 
should  carry  extra  weight  for  winning  a  certain  number 
of  prizes  during  the  year,  such  winnings  shall  date  from 
the  1st  of  January  preceding,  shall  extend  to  the  time  of 
starting,  unless  otherwise  specified,  and  shall  apply  to 
all  established  races  in  any  country. 

No  penalty  shall  be  inflicted  for  running  second  in  any 
race,  save  and  except  that  horses,  which  have  received 
100  sov.  for  being  placed,  may  be  debarred,  by  the  con- 
ditions of  any  particular  race,  from  receiving  maiden 
allowances. 

No  allowance  shall  be  made  for  having  been  beaten  a 
certain  number  of  times. 
To  add  to  Rule  51: 

When  a  dead  heat  is  declared  for  the  second  place  in 
any  race,  and  the  winner  is  disqualified  too  late  for  the 
race  to  be  run  again  on  the  same  day,  the  horses  that 
ran  the  dead  heat  shall  divide  the  race  without  either  of 
them  being  called  upon  to  walk  over,  and  if  any  horse 
was  placed  fourth  he  shall  receive  any  money  there  may 
have  been  for  the  third. 


A  General  Meeting  was  held  at  Newmarket,  on  Wednes- 
day in  the  First  October  Meeting  (September  24th.) 
Lord  Coventry  moved — 

That  on  knd  after  the  1st  of  January,  1874,  no  horse 
of  the  age  of  three  yrs  old  and  upwards  sht.ll  run  in  any 
race  which  is  of  a  shorter  distance  than  one  mile. 
Lord  Calthorpe  seconded  the  motion. 
Admiral  Rous  and  Mr  Chaplin  opposed  the  motion,  and 
on  a  division  there  appeared —

The  motion  was  therefore  lost. 
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A  General  Meeting  was  held  at  Newmarket  on  Wednesday 
in  the  Second  October  Meeting  (October  8th),  when  Mr 
Chaplin  withdrew  a  motion  of  which  he  had  given  notice, 
so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  closing  of  the  Middle  Park 
Plate  for  1874,  and  Mr  Alexander  deferred  his  motion  on 
the  subject  of  the  running  of  two  yrs  old  till  the  Houghton 
Meeting. 


A  General  Meeting  was  held  at  Newmarket  on  Wednesday 
in  the  Houghton  Meeting  (October  22nd). 

The  Stewards  moved — 

To  alter  Rule  22,  on  the  nse  of  assumed  names,  making 
the  annual  fee  for  the  registration  of  assumed  names 
lOgs,  and  when  the  person  registering  is  a  Member  of 
the  Jockey  Club,  50gs;  a  percentage  on  the  suras  so  col- 
lected to  be  applied  to  the  Bentinck  Benevolent  Fund, 
and  the  remainder  to  the  Racing  Fund  of  the  Club, 
which  was  carried  unanimously. 

The  Stewards  then  proposed  that  as  Easter,  1874,  would 
fall  early,  the  Craven  Meeting  should  be  postponed  a  fort- 
night, and  that  the  dates  of  the  Newmarket  Meetings  for  next 
3'ear  should  be  as  follows —

That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Club  it  is  not  expedient  to 
continue  to  devote  the  largest  prize  given  by  the  Club  ta 
a  race  for  two  yrs  old  horses. 

Col.  Forester  seconded  ithe  motion,  Adm.  Rous  opposed  it, 
and  on  a  division  there  appeared —

The  motion  was  therefore  carried. 

Mr  Alexander  then  moved —  , 

That  that  part  of  Rule  1 5,  which  prohibits  two  yr» 
old  from  running  until  the  1st  of  May,  be  rescinded,  and 
that  two  yrs  old  be  allowed  to  run  at  and  after  the  first 
legitimate  race  meeting  of  the  season.

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AbebgaveIWY — Is  one  mile  round,  perfectly  flat,  with  the 
exception  of  a  slight  hill  half-way  round  of  very'gradual  ascent 
and  descent,  with  a  good  n»  in.  Tht  T.Y.C.  is  rather  more 
than  five  furlon]^ 

Abingdon — Is  an-oval,  perfectly  flat,  and  in  length  one  mile 
and  a  quarter,  the  T.Y.C.  \M  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile, 
starting  from  the  Rifle  Butts. 

AiRDBiE — 'Is  an  oval  Course  of  nearly  a  mile  in  circnm'- 
ference,  with  about  300  yards  of  a  stmi^t  run  home.  Therd 
is  a  slight  fall  along  the  weat  »de,  aod  a  rise  along  the  east 
immediately  before  the  run  home. 

Alexandra  Park. — The  Course  is  at  Wood  Green,  near 
London,  is  pear-shaped,  and  is  in  extent  rather  more  than  a 
mile  and  a  furlong.  The  T.Y.C.  is  about  half  a  mile,  and 
straight. 

Ascot  Heath — Is  a  circfdar  Coutse,  dhort  of  2  miles  by  66 
yards;  tfee  fir^  half  of  it  is  nearly  on  the  descent,  and  the  last 
half,  which  ia  called  the  Old  Mile,  is  up  hill  the  greater  part 
6f  the  way.  The  Swinley  Course  Is  ttie  last  mile  and  a  half  6f 
the  above.  The  New  Course  is  6tte  mile  and  five  furlongs. 
The  New  Mile  is  straight,  and  up  hill  all  the  way.  The  T.Y.C. 
is  the  last  5  furlongs  and  136  yards  of  the  New  Mile.  The 
Queen's  Plate  Course  is  rather  leds  than  three  miles,  starting 
at  the  New  mile  starting  post,  and  running  onee  found  and  in. 

Ayr— Is  an  oval  Course  of  one  mile  and  198  yards,  with 
a  straight  run  in  of  a  quarter  of  a  nule.  The  Course  id 
generally  flat,  with  a  slight  hill  at  the  back  of  It,  and  a  descent 
to  the  last  turn. 

Bath — Is  nearly  an  oval  of  one  mile  and  a  half,  with  a 
straight  run  in.    The  T.Y.C.  is  a  straight  half-mile. 

Bedford-^Is  a  circular  Cowirse,  with  nearly  k  quarter  of  a 
mile  straight  run  in;  it  is  a  mile  and  a  half  and  46  yards,  a 
dead  flat,  and  good  tarf.  The  T.Y.C.  is  ikt  last  half-mile. 
The  Conrse  is  about  two  miles  frdm  the  totna.  The  "Queen's 
Plate  Course  is  three  miles. 

Beverley — Is  an  oval  or  rather  egg-shaped  Course  of  ofte 
mile,  3  furlongs,  and  90  yards,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  nearly 
half  a  mile.  There  is  a  gradual  rise  for  the  last  quarter  of  a 
mile,  but  of  late  years  the  hill  has  been  considerably  cut  away, 
so  that  it  now  forms  a  very  excellent  Course.  The  Kingston 
Course  is  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile,  nearly  straight. 
The  T.Y.C.  is  4  furlongs,  105^  yards. 
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Brsoon— Is  nearly  circular  and  flat,  7  fnrlongg  and  140 
jards  ronnd,  witii  a  stnught  mn  in  of  nearlj  a  quarter  of  a 
imle.    The  T.Y.C  is  e^eactly  6  furlongs. 

Bridgwater. — The  Course  is  fiitnate  abont  two  miles 
from  the  town,  and  is  an  irregular  oral,  and  perfectly  flat,  one 
mDe  and  a  qnattcr  rovtfid,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  400  yards. 
There  are  no  sharp  turns. 

Brighton.— The  Old  Course,  on  which  the  Cup  is  run, 
forms  a  figure  like  three  sides  of  a  square,  with  very  easy 
turns,  and  is  one  mile  and  three-quarters  and  265  yards 
in  length:  the  first  quarter  of  a  mile  is  level,  with  a  slight  dip 
at  the  end  of  it,  the  ne^t  half  mile  is  fm  the  ascent,  and  from 
the  Mile-post  a  descent  until  about  i^e-third  of  a  mile  fromi 
the  finish,  where  thwe  is  a  sharp  hill  up  to  the  Winning-post. 
The  New  Course  is  one  mile  and  three-quarters  and  144  yards, 
and  is  formed  by  Starting  from  the  Winning-chair,  and  run* 
ning  out  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  home  to  the 
right,  round  an  elbow,  and  turning  into  the  Old  Course  again^ 
about  mid-way  between  the  T.Y.C.  and  the  Mile-post.  The 
T.Y.C.  is  three-quartei*  of  a  mile.  The  New  Ovingdean 
Course  is  about  six  furlongs.  The  Bevendean  Course  is- 
about  five  furlongs. 

Broitlby — Is  an  oval  Course,  send  a  few  yards  over  a  mile 
round.  The  Seven-furlongs  Course  is  in  the  shape  of  a  horse^ 
shoe. 

Cambridgs-^Is  perfectly  flat,  and  about  a  mile  and  a  quar- 
ter round.    The  T.Y.C.  is  three-quarters  of  a  mile. 

Cantbrbtiry — Is  nearly  a  two  mile  Course,  with  two  or 
three  hills,  but  not  steep;  a  beautiful  run  in,  and  excellent 
turf.  The  Queen's  Plate  Oonrse  is  two  miles.  The  Straight 
Mile  is  from  the  top  turn  in,  and  is  7  furlongs  83  yards.  The 
T.Y.C.  is  the  last  six  furlongs  of  the  Straight  Mile.  The 
Bound  Mile  is  7  furlongs  and  190  yards.  The  Mile  and  a 
Half  Course  is  one  mile,  3  furlongs,  10  yards.  The  turns  are 
all  good,  and  all  the  Courses  finish  on  the  Straight  Mile. 

Cardiff — Is  nearly  an  oval  Course  of  one  mile  and  52 
yards,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  perfectly 
flat,  over  well-drained  land,  and  the  whole  can  be  seen  from 
the  Stand. 

Carlisle. — The  Course  is  oval,  one  mile  and  90  yards 
round.  The  T.Y.C.  is  called  "  fro«n  the  Style  turn,"  and  is  about 
6  furlongs ;  a  straight  run  home  of  about  700  yards,  with  a  gra- 
dual ascent  after  passing  the  Chair  for  about  200  or  250  yai^s. 
The  Queen's  Plate  Course  is  two  miles. 
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'Catterick  Bridge. — The  Course  is  an  ovaJ  of  one  mile 
and  60  yards,  almost  flat;  from  the  Catterick  turn  in  is  a  little 
short  of  half  a  mile.  The  new  T.Y.C.  is  half  a  mile  and  147 
yards,  with  a  ^aight  run  in. 

Chelmsford — Is  a  round  or  oval  Course,  short  of  2  miles 
*>y  about  30  yards,  but  made  up  two  miles  by  starting  between 
the  Distance-post  and  the  Winning-Chair.  The  last  quarter 
of  a  mile  is  a  gradual  rise.  The  half-mile,  and  the  three-* 
<iuartcrs  of  a  Mile  Courses  are  straight,  as  also  the  seven 
furlongs  Course.  The  Queen's  Plate  Course  is  two  miles  and 
41  half. 

Cbeltenham — Is  an  oval  Course,  one  mile  round,  over 
rich  meadow  land;  the  turns  haVe  been  made  uncxjceptionably 
good;  there  is  a  slight  dip  about  three  furlongs  from  home, 
from  whence  the  run  in  is  straight.  The  T.Y.C.  is  6  furlongs. 
There  is  a  handsome  portable  Stand,  and  the  Course  is  within 
41  mile  of  the  town. 

Chester — Is  a  flat  circular  Course  of  one  mile  and  about 
50  yards.  The  T.Y.C.  is  three-quarters  of  a  mile.  From  the 
Castle-pole,  once  round  and  in,  is  rather  more  than  a  ihile  and  , 
a  quarter.  The  Cup  Course  is  about  two  miles  and  a  quarter. 
The  Grosvenor  Course  is  about  a  mile  and  a  quarter.  The 
Queen's  Plate  Course  is  twice  round,  rather  over  two  miles. 

Chesterfield— Is  nearly  circular,  and  about  a  mile  and 
three-quarters  round;  the  run  in  is  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile, 
straight,  and  rather  on  the  ascent.  The  T.Y.C.  is  the  last 
half-mile. 

Croxton  Park. — The  Course  is  pear-shaped,  22  yards 
>ihort  of  2  miles;  the  run  in  is  flat  and  perfectly  straight 
-for  840  yards.  The  Granby  Course  is  about  a  mile  and  a 
half. 

Derby — Is  an  oval  Com*se  of  1  mile  and  2  furlongs,  per- 
fectly flat,  with  easy  turns.  There  is  also  a  straight  half- 
mile.' 

Doncaster — ^Is  a  circular  and  nearly  flat  Course  of  about 
I  mile,  7  furlong^,  and  70  yards.  The  shorter  Couraes  are 
portions  of  this  circle.  The  T.Y.C.  is  7  furlongs,  214  yards. 
"  Red  house  in"  is  5  furlongs,  152  yards.  "  The  Rifle  Butts  in" 
is  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile.  The  St  Leger  Course  is  about 
4>ne  mile,  6  furlongs,  and  132  yards.  The  Cup  Course  is  2 
miles,  5  furlongs,  and  14  yards.  The  Fitzwilliam  Course  is 
one  mile.  The  Hopeful  Course  is  5  furlongs.  The  Two-mile 
Course  is  two  miles,  16  yards.  The  Queen's  Plate  Course  is 
the  same  as  the  Cup  Course. 
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DovEB — ^Is  an  oblong  of  one  mile,  1 1 8  yards  round,  ex- 
cellent turf,  with  a  slight  dip  on  one  of  the  long  sides,  the 
turns  are  all  easy,  and  the  run  in  straight  for  476  yards 
The  Courses  are  described  by  fixed  posts. 

Durham — Is  an  oval  Course  of  nearly  one  mile  of  good 
Bound  old  grass  land.  The  T.Y.C.  is  three-quarters  of  a  mile, 
flat,  except  a  short  dip  in  the  middle.  In  running  round 
there  is  an  ascent  to  the  T.Y.C.  starting-post. 

Edikbcrgh — Is  nearly  oval,  measuring  one  mile  and  a 
quarter  and  46  yards,  with  a  nearly  straight  run  in  of  half  a 
mile,  rising  slightly  from  the  distance.  The  T.Y.C.  is  fully 
five  furlongs.  The  Queen's  Plate  Course  is  twice  round,  about 
two  miles  and  a  half. 

Eguam — On  the  Eunnymede,  is  an  oval  Course  short  of  2 
miles  by  66  yai'ds,  and  nearly  flat.  It  is  close  to  the  town, 
on  the  banks  of  the  Thames.  The  T.Y.C.  is  three-quarters 
of  a  mile  and  straight,  as  is  also  the  mile  Course.  The 
Queen's  Plate  Course  is  two  miles  and  a  distance. 

Epsom — ^The  Old  Course,  now  seldom  used,  is  2  miles,  of 
an  irregular  circular  form,  the  first  mile  up  hill.  The  late 
Derby  Course  is  exactly  a  mile  and  a  half,  and  somewhat  in 
the  form  of  a  horse-shoe;  the  first  tlu-ee-quarters  of  a  mile 
may  be  considered  as  straight  running,  the  bend  in  the  Course 
being  very  trifling,  and  the  width  very  great;  the  next  quarter 
of  a  mile  is  in  a  gradual  turn,  and  the  last  half-mile  straight. 
The  first  half-mile  is  on  the  ascent,  the  next  third  of  a  mile 
level,  and  the  remainder  is  on  the  descent  till  within  the  dis- 
tance, when  the  ground  again  rises.  For  the  New  Derby 
Course  (first  used  in  1848)  the  horses  start  in  front  of  the 
late  Sir  G.  Heathcote's  stables,  and  run  into  the  Old  Derby 
Course  at  the  mile-post — ^this  first  half-mile  is  also  on  the 
ascent.  The  T.Y.C.  is  6  furlongs,  and  runs  into  the  Old 
Course  above  the  roads  at  the  Walton  turn.  The  Metropolitan 
Course  is  2  miles  and  a  quarter;  for  this  race  the  horses  start 
at  the  Winning-chair  and  run  the  back  way  of  the  Derby 
Course  as  far  as  the  road,  when  they  turn  to  the  right  and  go 
round  the  hill,  coming  into  the  Derby  Course  again  about  a 
mile  from  home.  The  Craven  Course  is  one  mile  and  a 
quarter.  The, half-mile  Course  is  straight,  and  exactly  half 
a  mile.  The  Queen's  Plate  Course  is  the  same  as  the  Metro- 
politan Couree. 
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Glofcester. — The  Course  is  Id  St  Katherine's  Meadow, 
adjoins  the  city,  is  a  mile  and  a  quarter  round,  and  quite  flat^ 
the  turns  are  good,  and  there  is  a  straight  run  in  of  three 
furlongs.     The  T.Y.C.  is  five  furlongs. 

Goodwood. — The  Orange  Course. — The  horses  start  at  the 
Orange-post  on  the  Queen's  plate  Course,  and  run  the  Maid* 
•  stone  Course,  a  little  short  of  three  miles. 

The  Cup  Course. — The  horses  start  at  the  Cup-post,  go  out 
to  the  westward  of  the  Clump,  and  return  to  the  eastward  of 
the  Clump,  two  miles  and. a  half. 

T.Y.C. — Is  the  straight  three^qvarters  of  a  mile,  upon 
which  all  T.Y.C.  races  are  to  he  run  unless  specified  to  the 
contrary.  • 

Half 'a  mile— Is  the  last  half-mile  of  T.Y.C. 

The  Queen's  Plate  Course. — The  horses  start  at  the  Charl- 
ton Down  to  the  north-west  of  the  Stand,  run  over  to  the  east 
of  the  Clump,  go  the  outside  circle  of  the  hill,  and  return  to 
the  east  of  the  Clump,  about  three  miles  and  five  furlongs. 

One  mile. — The  horses  to  start  at  the  mile-post,  and  run 
home  to  the  westward  of  the  Clump. 

Once  round. — The  horses  to  start  at  the  Winning-post,  go 
out  to  the  westward  of  the  Clump,  and  return  the  same  way. 

One  mile  and  a  half — one  mile  and  three-quarters — and  two 
miles  are  to  be  run  upon  the  Cup  Course. 

Craven  Course. — One  mile  and  a  quarter. 

Hampton — Is  a  flat  oval  Course,  one  mile  and  a  half 
round.  The  New  T.Y.C.  is  a  few  yards  over  half  a  mile,  and 
is  straight.  The  Surrey  and  Middlesex  Stakes  Course,  and 
the  Queen's  Plate  Course,  two  miles,  start  at  the  T.Y.C.  and 
go  once  round  and  in.  The  mile — three-quarters — and  ^ye 
furlongs  Courses  are  portions  of  the  same. 

Harpenden — Is  a  two-mile  Course.  There  are  Courses  of 
a  mile,  and  a  mile  and  a  distance.  The  T.Y.C.  is  half  a  mile, 
and  quite  straight;  the  Course  is  30  yards  wide. 

Hastings— Is  a  circular  Course,  not  quite  a  mile  in  cir- 
cumference, and  is  on  a  dead  flat 

Hbndon  akb  Kinqsbubt — ^Ifi  a  battledore  Course  of  one 
mile  and  three-quarters,  six  furlongs  being  straight,  the  first 
furlong  up  hill,  three  furlongs  down  hill,  with  Iwo  furlongs  up 
hill  to  the  finish.  Hendon  Station  on  the  Great  Midland  Rail- 
way is  within  one  mile  of  the  Course. 
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HsBEFOSD— Is  an  oval  Conrse,  prfectly  flat,  with  easy 
turns,  and  a  good  width.  It  is  a  mile,  one  furlong  and  107 
jards  Tonnd,  with  a  straight  mn  in  of  not  qnite  h^f  a  mile; 
•itnate  about  a  mile  from  the  cit j. 

HoTLAKE — The  New  Course  made  by  the  Liverpool  Hunt 
Qnb  is  situate  on  the  common  at  Hoylake,  in  Cheshire,  about 
■even  miles  from  Birkenhead;  it  is  pear-shaped,  rather  over  a 
mile,  and  quite  flat,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  a  quarter  of  a 
mile.  The  T.Y.C.  is  about  half  a  mile.  The  Course  is  i^iled 
iDund  on  both  sides,  and  the  turf  is  excellent. 

HuNQERFORt) — ^Is  moTO  than  a  mile  round,  and  within  a 
Dule  of  the  Railway  Station. 

Hdntinodon — ^Is  a  round  Course,  flat,  short  of  two  miles 
by  a  distance,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  half  a  mile,  which  is 
the  T.Y.C.  The  Course  is  situate  on  Port  Holme,  close  to 
the  town.     The  Peel  Conrse  is  five  furlongs. 

Ifbwich — Is  somewhat  in  the  form  of  the  capital  letter  D, 
made  up  two  miles  by  starting  at  the  Distance-post;  the 
straight  side,  which  is  wider  than  the  rest,  and  on  which  ars 
both  the  Winning  and  the  Distance  posts,  is  about  ihree- 
qnarters  of  a  mile  in  length.  The  Qaeen*s  Plate  Comse  is 
two  miles. 

Kkightcn — ^Is  a  flat  course,  pear-shaped,  and  about  one 
mile;  for  longer  distances  the  course  is  crossed,  making  the 
ilgnre  of  g,  there  is  a  ran  in  of  about  700  yards,  nearly  straight. 

Keubo — ^Is  an  oval  Course  of  exactly  a  mile  and  a  quarter, 
with  a  straight  run  in  of  about  half  a  mile  up  a  slight 
ascent.  There  is  a  stone  marking  each  quarter  of  a  mile,  so 
the  shorter  and  longer  Courses  are  exactly  of  stated  distances. 
From  the  Stand,  or  anywhere  inside  the  Course,  to  which 
people  are  admitted  by  tickets,  the  horses  can  be  distinctly 
seen  all  the  way  round. 

King's  Lynn — Is  an  oval  of  about  a  mile  and  a  quarter 
with  a  straight  mn  in  of  nearly  half  a  mile,  quite  level,  and 
is  a  mile  from  the  town. 

Kndtspord— Is  an  oval  Coarse  of  one  mile,  with  a  straight 
nin  in  of  about  500  yards,  and  is  nearly  flat.  The  T.Y.C.  is 
about  five  furlongs. 

Lanark. — The  Course  is  one  mile,  nearly  circular,  and  qtdte 
level,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  two  furlongs  and  a  half. 
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Leicester — Is  rather  OTal  in  shape,  a  mile  and  a  100  yards, 
nearly  level,  the  straight  run  in  is  540  yards  in  length,  and 
flat.  The  T.Y.C.  is  half  of  the  oval.  It  is  half  a  mile  from 
the  town,  on  the  London  Road.  The  Qneen's  Plate  Course 
is  three  miles. 

Lewes. — The  Com-se  is  in  the  shape  of  a  horse-shoe,  at  the 
extreme  point  of  which  is  the  Starting-post  for  two  miles,  the 
first  half  being  a  strong  incline,  then  level  for  rather  more 
than  three-quarters  of  a  mile  to  the  T.Y.C. ;  the  latter,  being 
about  five  furlongs  from  home,  has  a  slight  ascent  for  a  con- 
siderable distance  from  the  Starting-post,  then  level  for  a 
couple  of  hundred  yards,  again  a  strong  incline  to  opposite 
the  Stand,  finishing  on  the  level.  The  New  Course  is  about 
two  miles  and  a  half,  starting  at  the  Stand.  The  mile,  mile 
and  a  half,  &c.  are  parts  of  the  Two-mile  Course.  The 
Queen's  Plate  Course  is  two  miles. 

Lichfield — Is  an  oval  of  two  miles,  starting  at  the  Dis- 
tance-post. The  T.Y.C.  is  about  half  a  mile,  and  straight. 
The  Queen's  Plate  Course  is  two  miles. 

tiiif COLN — Is  a  circular  Course  of  one  mile,  6  furlongs,  and 
23  yards.  The  top  side  of  the  Course,  furthest  from  the 
Stand,  has  rather  a  strong  hill  for  a  little  more  than  a  quarter  of 
a  mile,  and  after  passing  the  mile  post  there  is  a  slight  descent 
for  a  quarter  of  a  mile;  the  remaining  parts  of  the  Conrse 
are  level,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  nearly  half  a  mile,  per- 
fectly flat,  which  is  the  Brocklesby  Stakes  Course.  The 
T.Y.C.  is  five  furlongs  and  100  yards.  At  the  Spring 
Meeting  the  T.Y.C.  is  the  straight  half-mile.  The  remaining 
Courses  are  portions  of  the  circle,  and  are  the  exact  distances 
described.     The  Queen's  Plate  Course  is  two  miles. 

Liverpool  (at  Aintree) — Is  an  oval  Com-se  of  a  mile  and 
a  half;  one  side  is  gently  declining,  the  other  rising  from  the 
Canal  side.  The  Cup  Course  is  about  a  mile  and  a  half, 
starting  opposite  the  stables.  From  the  Canal  point  in  ia 
nearly  six  furlongs.  There  is  a  straight  run  in  of  about 
1000  yards.  The  T.Y.C.  is  half  a  mile.  The  Queen's  Plate 
Course  is  two  miles. 

Ludlow — Is  nearly  circular,  with  very  little  rise  or  fall 
except  at  the  Butt  turn,  and  not  quite  a  mile  and  a  half  round. 

Manchester. — The  new  Race-course  is  formed  on  100  sta- 
•  tnte  acres  of  the  New  Barns  Estate,  in  the  borough  of  Salford, 
and  is  situate  within  two  miles  and  a  quarter  of  the  Man- 
chester Exchange,  with   excellent  roads  and  approaches  in 
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every  direction.  The  course  is  one  mile  and  a  half  in  cir- 
cumference, and  contains  a  straight  run  in  of  1,000  yards. 
The  T.Y.C.  is  about  five  furlongs. 

Mai^sfield — Is  a  long  oval  Course  of  one  mile  and  a 
quarter.     The  T.Y.C.  is  a  straight  half-mile. 

Meopham — Is  an  oval  of  one  mile,  nearly  flat,  with  a 
straight  run  in  of  4U0  yards. 

Monmouth — Is  a  circular  Course  situated  under  the  walls 
of  the  town,  of  a  little  more  than  6  furlongs  round,  and  is 
quite  flat.     The  turns  are  all  easy,  and  the  turf  excellent,  y^ 

MussELBUBQU — Is  in  extent  one  mile,  a  quarter,  and  46 
yards,  with  nearly  a  straight  run  in  of  half  a  mile. 

Newcastle-on-Tyne — Is  rather  more  than  a  mile  and 
three-quarters  round,  rising  slightly  for  300  yards  to  the  right 
of  the  winning  post,  then  gradually  descending  to  the  New- 
castle turn  which  is  about  a  mile  from  home,  then  level  to  the 
Morpeth  turn  (last  quarter  of  a  mile),  when  there  is  a  slight 
ascent.  The  course  has  been  altered,  and  the  turns  greatly 
improved.  There  is  a  new  mile  course  formed,  leading  with 
a  gradual  sweep  at  the  Morpeth  turn  into  the  Old  straight 
run  in;  the  T.Y.C.  (about  six  furlongs)  is  on  this  new  course. 
The  Queen's  Plate  Course  is  two  miles. 

Newton — Is  a  triangular  Course  of  about  a  mile  and  a 
quarter,  with  a  strong  Mil,  and  straight  flat  run  in  of  nearly 
half  a  mile.  The  Golbome,  or  Two  yrs  old  Course,  is  the 
straight  half-mile.    Red  house  in  is  about  5  furlongs. 

NoKTHALLERTON — Is  a  triangulaT-shaped  Course  of  one 
mile  round,  having  easy  turns,  with  a  straight  run  in,  which 
is  slightly  on  the  rise.  The  T.Y.C.  is  tlu-ee-quarters  of  a 
mile.  The  Course  is  situate  close  to  the  town,  and  there  is  a 
substantial  Stand,  from  which  all  the  running  may  be  seen. 

Northampton — ^Is  an  oval  Course,  one  mile  and  a  half 
and  180  yards  round,  vnth  a  hill  half  way,  and  a  straight  run 
in  of  half  a  mile,  which  is  the  Two  yrs  old  Course.  The  New 
Spencer  Plate  Course  is  j^erfectly  straight,  and  enters  the 
old  Cour^  at  the  Two-mile  starting-post,  and  is  about  five  fur- 
longs in  length.

There  is  a  good 
width  up  the  ropes,  and  the  turns  are  easy.  The  Queen's 
Plate  Course  is  two  miles.    The  Course  is  close  to  the  town.

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Nottingham — ^Is  a  long  oval  Course  of  one  mile,  one  furlong, 
and  207  yards,  with  two  straight  sides  of  half  a  mile  each. 
The  turns  at  each  end  of  the  oval  are  extremel^^  easy,  with  a 
slight  incline.  The  Half-mile  Course  is  qmte  level  and 
straight.  The  T.Y.C.  is  6  furlongs.  The  Queen's  Plate 
Course  is  two  miles.  The  Course  is  situate  at  the  foot  of  a 
hilly  ridge  of  land,  which  commands  a  good  view  of  the 
races  from  the  start  to  the  finish. 

Odihah — Is  of  an  oval  sliai)c,  about  one  mile  and  a  qnar- 
tier  round.  The  T.Y.C.  is  a  straight  half-mile.  The  Course 
is  about  a  mile- and  a  quarter  from  the  town. 

Oxford. — The  Course  is  on  Port  Meadow,  which  is  an 
area  of  500  acres,  half  a  mile  from  the  city,  and  is  a  perfect 
level.

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Bbadino. — ^The  Course  is  in  King*8  Meadow,  close  to  the 
town,  is  quite  flat,  and  nearly  an  oblong  of  one  miie  and  250 
wds,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  nearly  half  a  mile.  The 
T.Y.C.  is  about  half  a  mile. 

Richmond — Is  an  oval  Course,  measuring  one  mile  and  a 
half  and  164  yards;  there  is  a  straight  run  in  of  about  Ave 
furlongs.

TTie  T.Y.C.  is  a  straight  run  in  of  about  five  furlongs 
from  the  bottom  turn,  which  is  very  easy,  and  the  only  one 
nsed. 
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Stamford — Is  a  round  or  rather  oval  Course,  with  a  straight 
run  in  of  nearly  half  a  mile;  there  are  no  sharp  turns.  This 
Course  is  flat,  but  there  is  a  new  straight  mile,  the  first  half 
of  which  is  rather  up  hill  till  it  joins  the  round  Com-se  at  the 
Easton  turn.

Stockbridge — ^Is  nearly  a  round  Course,  somewhat  hilly, 
the  last  three-quarters  of  a  mile  straight  for  the  run  in; 
and  there  is  also  a  straight  mile.  The  T.Y.C.  is  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile ;  the  Bush  in,  about  five  furlongs.     ' 

Stockton. — The  Course  is  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
from  the  town,  on  Mandale  Bottoms;  it  is  perfectly  level, 
oblong  in  shape,  the  turf  peaty  and  excellent,  and  one  mile 
and  6  furlongs  and  110  yards  in  length.  The  T.Y.C.  is  6  fur- 
longs, and  nearly  straight. 

Tenbury — ^Is  about  a  mile  and  a  quarter,  with  a  little 
descent  to  the  far  side,  then  a  gradual  rise  to  the  length, 
which  is  over  500  yards,  straight  and  flat.  The  T.Y.C.  is 
the  last  half-mile.  * 

Tbnbt — The  Course  is  situate  about  half  a  mile  from  the 
town,  is  a  dead  flat  and  one  mile  round.

ToTNES — ^Is  an  oval,  three-quarters  of  a  mile  round,  quite 
flat,  with  a  straight  run  in  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile. 

TuNBRiDGE — Is  a  circular  Course,  a  dead  flat,  and  some- 
what under  a  mile  in  circumference. 

Upton-on-Severn. — The  Course  is  on  the  Severn  Ham, 
adjoins  the  town,  is  quite  flat,  and  over  a  mile  and  a  half 
round;  the  turns  are  very  easy,  and  there  is  a  straight  run  in 
of  three  furlongs.  The  Severn  Mile  lays  entirely  along  the 
bank  of  the  river,  with  only  one  slight  curve;  the  shorter 
distances  are  run  on  this  course.  The  T.Y.C.  is  five  furlongs. 
The  soil  is  a  sandy  loam.

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RULES  ON  BETTING. 

[Ill  revising  and  newly  arranging  their  Kules,  the  Jockey 
Club  omitted  all  reference  to  Betting,  of  which  they  take 
no  cognizance.  For  the  convenience  of  those  readers  of  this 
work  who  are  interested  in  the  subject,  we  subjoin  a  coj)y  of 
the  BuLES,  as  arranged  by  the  Committee  of  the  Subscript  ion - 
rooms  at  Tattersall's  and  Newmarket.] 

1.  In  all  bets  there  must  be  a  possibility  to  win  when  the 
bet  is  made;  "  you  cahnot  win  when  you  cannot  lose." 

2.  The  interests  of  the  bets  are  inseparable  with  tlu; 
interests  of  the  stakes,  except  when  the  winning  hor.se  is 
disqualified  owing  to  a  default  in  making  stakes;  or  if  ai* 
objection  be  made  to  the  qualification  of  a  horse  on  the  ground 
of  incorrect  pedigree  or  nomination,  aftm*  the  race  is  ntn, 
the  bets  shall  go  to  the  horse  thqt  comes  in  first,  provided  lie, 
is  of  the  right  age,  and  that  in  other  respect  he  has  not  trans- 
gressed the  Rules  of  racing;  but  if  the  owner  of  a  ho^'sc,  ur  a 
person  on  his  behalf,  succeed  by  fraud  or  by  false  stuteiiicnts 
in  starting  him  for  a  race  for  which  he  is  legally  disqualified, 
making  himself  liable  to  the  penalties  in  Rule  18,  Laws  of 
Racing,  the  bets  will  go  with  the  stakes,  whether  any  objec- 
tion be  made  either  before  or  after  the  race. 

3.  All  double  bets  must  be  considered  "  play  or  pay." 

4.  Confirmed  bets  cannot  be  "  off"  except  by  mutual  con- 
sent, or  by  incidents  hereafter  mentioned,  viz.  —  Firstly: 
Either  of  the  bettors  may  demand  stakes  to  be  made  fourteen 
days  before  the  race  is  run  upon  proving  to  the  Ci^iniriittee  of 
the  Rooms  that  he  has  just  cause  for  so  doing.  Jf  ot'dnrd, 
the  bets  must  be  covered  on  the  comparing  day,  or  sufficient 
security  offered,  and  a  person  refusing  to  covei-  shall  be  ex- 
pelled the  Subscription-rooms  at  Tattersall's  and  Newmarket. 
Secondly:  If  a  bettor  be  absent  on  the  day  of  ruiminii,  aud 
there  is  a  just  cause  to  presume  that  he  intends  to  evade  his 
engagements,  a  public  declaration  of  the  bet  must  be  made  in 
the  Ring,  a  copy  of  which  is  to  be  posted  up  at  the  usiwl 
place  one  hour  before  the  race  is  appointed  to  be  run,  and,  in 
the  event  of  no  person  of  known  respectability  becoming  re- 
sponsible for  the  same,  a  written  notice  must  be  given  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Course,  or  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Stakes,  before 
the  race  is  run,  declaring  the  bet  void. 
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ft.  All  bets  on  matches  and  prirate  sweepstakes  depending 
between  any  two  horses  shall  be  void  if  those  horses  become 
the  property  of  the  same  person,  or  of  his  avowed  confederate, 
sobsequently  to  the  bets  being  made. 

6.  All  bets  between  particulBT  horses  shall  be  void  il 
neither  of  them  win,  anlesB  4igreed  by  the  parties  to  &e 
contrary. . 

7.  If  aoy  bet  shall  be  made  from  signal  or  indication  after 
the  race  hiis  been  detemuiied,  such  bet  sfaall  be  considered 
fraudulent  and  void. 

8.  The  person  who  lays  the  odds  l»i8  a  right  to  chooee  a 
horse  or  the  field;  when  a  person  has  chosen  a  horse,  the 
field  is  what  starts  against  him. 

9.  If  odds  are  laid  without  mentioning  the  horse  betee 
the  race  is  over,  the  bet  must  be  determined  by  the  state  of 
the  odds  at  the  time  of  making  it. 

10.  If  a  match  or  sweepstakes  be  made  for  any  particular 
day  in  any  race  week,  and  the  parties  agree  to  change  the  day 
to  any  other  in  the  same  week,  all  bets  must  stand;  but  if 
the  parties  a^ee  to  run  the  race  in  a  different  week,  or  to 
make  the  slightest  difference  in  the  terms  of  the  engagement, 
all  bets  made  before  die  aherataon  are  vcdd. 

11.  Bets  made  on  horses  winning  any  number  of  races 
within  the  year  shall  be  understood  as  meaning  between  the 
1st  of  January  and  the  31st  of  December. 

12.  If  a  bet  is  made  between  two  horses  in  a  match  or 
sweepstakes  with  a  forfeit  affixed,  say  1002.  h.  ft.  and  both 
horses  start,  either  party  may  declaze  forfeit,  and  the  person 
making  such  a  declaration  would  pay  50/.  if  the  other  hoise 
won,  but  would  receive  nothing  in  the  event  of  his  hone 
winning  the  race. 

13.  Bets  are  determined  though  the  horse  does  not  start 
when  the  words  "  absokitely  run  or  pay,"  or  "  play  or  pay," 
are  made  use  of  in  betting. 

14.  Money  given  to  have  a  bet  laid  shall  not  be  nstuned, 
though  the  race  be  not  run. 

15.  When  the  riders  of  any  horses  bronght  out  to  nm  for 
any  race  are  called  upon  by  the  Starter  to  take  their  pUwes, 
all  bets  respecting  such  horses  tib&ll  be  play  or  pay. 
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16.  When  horses  nm  a  dead  heat  for  a  plate  or  sweep- 
stakes, and  the  owners  agree  to  divide,  all  bets  between  sach 
horses,  or  between  either  of  them  and  the  field,  must  be 
settled  by  the  money  betted  being  put  together  and  divided 
between  the  parties  in  the  same  proportwn  as  the  stakes. 
If  a  bet  is  made  on  one  of  the  hofses  that  ran  the  dead  heat 
against  a  beaten  horse,  he  who  backed  the  horse  that  ran 
the  dead  heat  wins  half  his  bet  if  his  horse  received  half  the 
prize;  if  the  dead  heat  be  the  first  event  of  a  doable  bet,  the 
bet  is  void  unless  one  horse  received  above  a  moiety,  which 
would  constitute  him  a  winner  in  a  double  event. 

17.  The  following  races  shall  be  considered  "  play  or  pay:'* 
The  Derby  and  Oaks  at  Epsom,  the  St  Leger  at  Doncaster, 
th^  2000gs,  the  lOOOgs,  the  Cesarewitch  and  Cambridgeshire, 
at  Newmarket,  the  Ascot,  Goodwood,  and  Doncaster  Cups, 
and  all  handicaps  above  200Z.  value  with  two  forfeits,  the 
minor  of  which  shall  not  be  less  than  5/.;  and  the  Committee 
of  Tattersall's  and  of  the  Subscription-room  at  Newmarket 
will  take  no  cognizance  of  any  disputes  respecting  *'  play  or 
pay"  bets  on  any  other  races,  or  of  any  bets  made  upon  handi- 
cap races  before  the  weights  for  such  races  are  published. 

18.  If  a  declared  defaulter  does  not  satisfy  the  claims  of 
his  crediton  within  twelve  months,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
receive  any  debts  which  may  be  due  to  him  for  the  race  for 
which  he  was  in  default;  but  if  his  debts  are  paid  within  the 
prescribed  time,  viz.  **  one  year,"  i.«.,  365  days  inclusive  of 
the  da^  when  the  money  was  won,  the  Committee  will  sup- 
port his  just  claims  to  receive  payment  from  his  debtors. 

19.  The  Stewards  of  races  hav^e  no  authority  ex  officio  to 
take  cognizance  of  any  disputes  or  claims  with  respect  to 
bete.
